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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Okunuki et al. 
(US 5,460,179). 

In regard to claims 1, 4, and 13, Okunuki teaches in col. 5, line 30 - col. 8, line 42 and in 
Fig. 4 (reproduced below), a three dimensional ultrasound imaging probe (20) adapted for 
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mechanical swinging and rotation, comprising an upper casing (22) and a lower casing /outer 
shell (24) having ovoid shape (see the Fig. above) Okunuki further teaches an external focusing 
lens (30) located front face of the curved/convex transducer array (28) attached to an ovoid 
shaped carrier (see the Fig. above), inherently made of piezoelectric materials, adapted for 
swinging movement (col. 3, line 24), and motorized drive means (48). 

In regard to claims 2, 3, 5-12, 14, and 18, Okunuki teaches various shapes of curved array 
ultrasonic transducer depending on their use as a sector scanning array or linear scanning array 
transducer (col. 8, lines 49-60). 

In regard to claims 15, Okunuki teaches the structure for filling coupling liquid (col. 8, 
lines 20-30). 

In regard to claim 16, Okunuki teaches rotational mechanism (col. 7, lines 15-39). 

In regard to claim 17, Okunuki teaches a central hollow space (see above Fig.). 

In regard to claims 19 and 20, Okunuki 's transducer can be used in therapy applications if 
it is so desired by utilizing the transducer array for both imaging and therapeutic (high intensity) 
applications. 

- -In regard to claims 21 and 22, Okunuki teaches a virtual rotative axis (3.2). which. . 
inherently suggests that the ovoid carrier is capable of rotating through an angle of more than 
180 degrees or 360 degrees.
